Edward Morrlsey, a young attordey of 
Dele van, bus been appointed as postmaster 
to succeed Mrs Adele Barnes," who ■ some 
time ago was removed from the position 
because of a deficit of 12,500 in her ac- 
counts with the government. 

Although the appointment was made in 
Washington Friday, a number of Mr. 
Morrisey'a friends who had not beard of 
the fact called on Congressman Cooper at 
Hotel Racine ohSaturday to work in lw- 
halfof their candidate, and were much 
pleased to learn that the \ appointment had 
already, been jnade and that Mr. Morris? 
would take hold of tbe work within a few 
days. 

Since tbe removal of. Mr, , Barnes the 
ofticohaB been conducted by her. bondsmen 
who were' compelled to make good the 
amount of her shortage. 

The appointment of Mr. Morrisoy hoi 
caused considerable surprise as it was not 
known ; that ho was an active candidate for 
the position or that he bad .sufficient back- 
ing to secure the job. . . 

Nothing is known concerning the action 
to be taken against Mrs. Barnes, although 
it seems to be the general opinion of the 
people that she will. be. prosecuted, The 
poatofflce department, however, is very 
reticent' concerning tho matter and no in- 
formation is forthcoming. • 

Mra, Barnes ie under arrest nnd has 
been liberated on bonds. of 81,000. 'She 
ol almcs to know nothing of tbe shortage 
or bow it occurred. 



'Strife Over Matters of Policy H rings 

About a Big Upheaval In Panama 

Canal Commission 

John F. Wallace, chief engineer for the 
Panama Canal commission has resigned 
his position under pressure from President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of WarTaft. This 
statement was practically confirmed by 
Theodore P. Shonts, chairman of the com- 
mission. Mr. Shontt declared that he was 
not at liberty to talk, and that the an- 
nouncement would have to come from 
President Roosevelt direct. He declared 
also that tbe forced retirement of tbe chief 
engineer would in no wny affect his (Mr. 
Shonts') position with the canal board, 
nor would it lead to a reorganization "of 
the board. On the other band, tbe rumor 
is strong that there will be a reorganization 
of tbe board at an early date. 

The resignation of Mr. Wallace came 
after several stormy sessions of the canal 
board and after several conferences be- 
tween the President, the chief engineer 
and Mr. Shonts. The disagreement was 
entirely over the policy, to be pursued in 
tho construction of tbe canal.. It was 
found after Mr. Wallace left for Panama 
that tbere was a sarions difference between 
his ideas and those of President Roosevelt 
and Chairman Shonti of the ' com mission, 
Tha chief engineer was hastily /summoned 
to Washington. 

It is hinted that Mr. Wallace allowed 
certain matters to creep into hU depart- 
ment which would not look well XI public 
notice should be given them. There. Is, 
however, not the slightest faint of suspicion 
against the honesty of the -chief engineer,' 
audit criycipn. is due it Is said to^ be .on 
the ground solely of bis having placed too 
much confidence in some, of bis subordi- 
nates. 

It is known that ever since the reorgan- 
ization of tho Panama Canal board. Mr.' 
Wallace has not been happy on account of 
hia views" differing from those of tbe mem- 
bers of tbe commission. Mr, Sh'onte.jbe* 
ing a cjose and life-long personal friend of 
Mr; Wallace, was Inclined to indorse the 
policy of construction which ■ was outlined 
by the chief engineer. In doing so be is 
said to have come in direct conflict with 
the President, which has". led to a strong 
rumor that his resignation will soon -fol- 
low that of Mr, Wallace. 
■. To several of his warm personal friends 
-Mr. Shonts confirmed the statement that 
Mr. Wallace had been forced, to resign. 
It is recalled that when Mr. Wallace left 
tbe position of assistant second vice-presi- 
and general manager of the Illinois Central 
railroad to accept the position of. chief 
engineer for the Panama Canal commission 
he did so with conditions. The main con- 
dition was' that be be given absolute 
authority upon: questions of construction 
and methods to be used in const meting tbe 
canal. The board nnd tho President were 
left free to say whether they wanted a sea- 
level canal or a canal with locks, but. hav- 
ing determined this they were to leave the 
chief engineer unhampered in his work. ; 

Mr. Wallace stated to tbe President be- 
fore accepting the position that if be was 
to be held responsible for results be would 
have to be left free to map out his policy 
and to adhere to it. 

, In that event,' If there should be a failure 
be and be alone would be responsible for 
that failure, Oa tha other hand, If the 
construction of tho canal, which was to 
coat between $200,000,000 . and $350,000,- 
000, should turn out' -to be a. tremendous 
success, then he, Mr. Wallace, wanted to 
have full credit for the engineering 
features. 

This matter. was discussed thoroughly 
and was, according to Mr, Wallace, clearly 
understood bf-foro be accepted the position. 
The various- members, ot the, first board 
agreed to this, and it was with this under 
standing that Mr; Wallace, whose salary 
was fixed at $80,000, accepted the position

Wind plows float Out Iuto Lake and 

Oar Lock Breaks When Ulrls Try 

to Fight Their Way Back 

Taking off her white skirt and waving 
It frantically as a signal of distress. Miss 
Helen Haggerty of Chicago brought as- 
sistance to hcnelE and Miss Mary Postisil, 
who .were adrift In a boat and fast being 
blown out into tho lake Sunday. 

This was one of tbe features of a day 
and evening of heat, humidity and storm. 
White tbe thermometer did not reach any 
record-breaking "point, the "stickiness" 
made thousands uncomfortable. 

The accident to Miss Haggerty and Miss 
Fostisll occurred in the afternoon. The 
young women, who lire in the North Shore 
Sanitarium at Winnetka, started out in a 
rowboat. The wind was strong off shore 
and they were soon some distance from 
land. When they began to make efforts 
to row in their oar lock broke and they 
tried in vain to attract the attention of 
people on shore. Then Mias Haggerty, as 
a last resort, took off her skirt and waved 
it. 

The signal was seen at the sanitarium 
and tbe Evans ton life-saving crew notified, 
while Matthew Neidermeler, a gardener, 
put out in a rowboat. ' Neidermeler over- 
took the girls three miles out, but was ua- 
nble to bring them in, as the wind was 
very strong and tho lake rough. 

Harvey Wilson of Winnetka also went 
to their assistance in a smalt sailboat, and 
he reached the boat about tha time the 
Evanston life-saving crew appeared at the 
shore with their boat. The young women 
had then drifted five miles out into tbe 
take. Wilson took them Into his boat and 
brought them fo shore." "Neidermeler was 
unable to pull ashore in the face of tbe 
wind, and the life saving crew took him in 
tow and brought him in, but the boat that 
tbe young women were in was left adrift.

Ilrflliant Itecord or a News paper Man. 

The success which has attended William 
K. Curtis, the famous correspondent of The 
Chicago Record- Herald, is rarely attained 
by newspaper writers.

lumbian Exposition he distinguished him- 
self by his labors as the executive bead - of 
the Latin-American department. As cor- 
respondent of The Chicago Record- Herald 
Mr. Curtis' travels have carried him into 
every section of tbe United Slntes as well 
as into all quarters of the globe. His China 
and Japan letters were published in book 
form; likewise his letters from England, 
Germany and France, ps. well as those 
written during his travels in Mexico and 
South America. 

No newspaper correspondent possesses 
the facility shown by Mr. Curtis in writing 
on any. of the diversified subjects embraced 
in bis correspondence and making it lumi- 
nous. Nor is any correspondent -followed 
so closely year after year by the thousands 
of readers of The' Chicago . Record- Heralds 
On hta recent trip to the Holy -Land Mr. 
Curtis' letters'bave been read more closely 
than ever, and his descriptions of that . in- 
terest ing section of the globe ns it appears 
today have been quoted everywhere. A 
daily letter from Mr. 'Curtis appears in Tbe 
Chicago Record.

Hn 
seemed to be under the influence of liquor 
but notwithstanding this fact be secured a 
boat and started for a row, Keppler shot 
off toward the north and in a few minutes 
the crowd at the park noticed that he was 
having trouble with one of the oars. In 
his effort to replace the oar in tho lock he 
plunged bead Grst into tbe lake. For a 
ininute he managed to keep hold of the 
boat but a gust of wind coming up blew 
hia coat over hie head and he was forced 
to release his hold. The crowd on the 
bank niBbed to the breakwater powerleaB 
to aid the drowning man while tbe keeper 
oE the boat house hurried. to a telephone 
and summoned the members of the Life 
Saving. crew. 

In the meantime a little fellow who bad 
been watching the accident slowly drew off 
his coat and without a word stalled to the 
rescue of the man. It took blm 10 minutes 
to reach tho drowning man, but when he 
got tbere ho pulled him into the boat and 
rowed back to the beach. As soon as bo 
reached tbe beach he took up bis coat nhd 
left without even so much as giving bis 
name. By this time tbe members of the 
Life Saving crew were out arid they man- 
aged to pick up the boat. 

Keppler was badly ■ frightened,- but ho 
suffered no other ill effects from - his long 
fight in the water.

Mountain of Coal In Colorado Barntsg 

am] Mart in Hclrilesi. 

Tho town of Newcastle, Colo., where 
President Itooscvolt left tho railway 
train to plunge into tlio wilderness, Is 
celebrated as tho location of a subter- 
ranean* flro which is gradually consuming 
a mountain of coal — one of tho most Tab 
unble deposits In tho Itocky Mountains, 
writes William E. Curtis la tho Chicago 
Hccord'Hcrald. 

There aro tunny burning mines In tho 
United States — coal banks that havo 
caught (Ire nnd cannot be extinguished. 
Thcro uned to bo one within tho city lim- 
its of Pittsburg, which had been burning 
for a geuc ration when I last beard about 
It, and may be burning, yet, The coal 
originally caught lira from a gas explo- 
sion and the operators wero not able to 
put It out. There are several burning 
mines in tho anthracite region, also. 
Some of them ore situated no that they 
cannot bo flooded and others are allowed 
to burn because they arc not worth 
enough to Justify tho expense of putting 
the fires out. 

Near Marshall, Boulder county, Colo., 
a 300-acro furnace 1ms been bunting since 
tho early '00s nnd millions of dollars 1 
worth of conl hns been consumed. Many 
thousands have been expended In trying 
to extinguish tho flames during the last 
forty yeara that they have raged, with- 
out avail. All efforts hnvo been unsuc- 
cessful and the owners hnvo now, aban- 
doned tlio property to burn Itself out. 

Dp In the Bad Lands of North Dakota 
In til e Llttlo Missouri valley several 
seams of lignite coal havo been burning 
for years. They wero on flro when tho 
first white man went Into that country 
nnd there la no way to quench tho flames. 
In tho Bull Mountains, north of Billings, 
Mont., Is another big Gro that has been 
burning for thirty years or more. But 
none of them Is so Important as the 
burning mountain nt Newcastle, Colo, 
You can see tho fire on the hillside If 
you pass that way on tho Denver and 
Rio Griuulo railroad. Tho porters of 
tho sleepers usually notify passengers on 
night trains when they approach the 
place. 

"The conl goes Into tho hill, dipping at 
an nnglo of forty-five degrees," said E, 
H. Parker, tho coal expert of the geo- 
logical survey, "and tho mining was dono 
by n shaft which passed through several 
scams. FIvo of them wero of workahlo 
thickness, respectively, five, eight, twelve, 
twenty-two to twenty -four, nnd from 
forty to fifty feet In thickness, all clean, 
good coal; but it was very gnsoous and 
when It k lacked off and gathered In little 
plIeB, tho columns thot were left to sup- 
port tho roof, chemical ilecom position oc- 
curred, which generated n high heat and 
finally spontaneous combustion. This 
wns about five or six years ago and final- 
ly tho .company, being unnblo to control 
the fires, was compelled to abandon the 
property,'' '

The President In 
his review to Mr.

Bon-en asked one of bis witnesses to 
enter tho employ, of a certain company 
for tho purpose,' "in plain words, of 
stealing" documents which ho hoped 
might incrimlnnto Mr. Loomls, and that 
Mr. Bowen hns "evidently for many 
months, Indeed, for tho last two years, 
devoted himself" to bunting up scandal 
and gossip until It became a monomania 
and caused him "to show complete dis- 
loyalty" to the country he represented.

Russia again seems nt the beginning 
of n revolution. Poland Is nllnmo with 
excitement tmd the worklngmcri In all 
South Russia tiro In n ferment. Tlio 
Czar's gi.f.-ermnciit Is lu us great dan- 
ger n t homo as Is bis unity In Man- 
churia. The dews nnd the UetttUe 
peasants ni'L> making common cause 
ngulnut the govern incut. Tim story of 
the Lodz massacre Is 11 lied with de- 
tails of unspeakable cruelty manifest- 
ed by the Cossncks. Old and young, 
meu, womou and children were shot 
down like dogs. 

The present trouble began Tuesday 
nfler the funeral of the victims of tho 
conflict between troops ntul terrorists 
the previous Sunday. Tlio OhrlntlaiH 
were permitted to bury their dead, but 
Urn Jews wire prohibited from doing 
so, ami the police secretly Interred the 
bodies of the Jews nt'ulglit, which ex- 
cited Indignation and terror Is to* riot h 
were initiated Thursday. 

The most serious phase of the riot- 
ing developed when the crowd delib- 
erately pillaged liquor shops, and num- 
bers of persons, In (lamed by drink, led 
a crowd of at least 30,000 to "further 
and more 8erl6»s attacks. Police and 
military wero attacked wherever they 
appeared In small forco nnd many In- 
dividual members were killed. Much 
of this disorder took place on Plotr-i- 
kow street, one of the principal thor- 
oughfares of the city. 

After pillaging the liquor shops the 
crowd set lire to them nnd prevented 
the nrctiicn from extinguishing Urn 
llnnics. This wns repeated deliberately 
at many places. Tho fury of the mob 
wns given full vent, and even children, 
caught by the contagion, wore seen 
kissing red lings and heard swearing 
that they were ready to die for liberty. 

A Jewish girl mounted n box In the 
market square nnd addressed an im- 
mense crowd. Suddenly the police ap- 
peared, fired n volley, and tlio girl full 
dead.

women and children were among the 
dead. 

At dawn Friday began a day of ter- 
ror. Tho city wns given over to blood- 
shed. Anarchy and fierce street light* 
lug prevailed all day. 

In Warsaw Saturday night gen- 
darmes charged n crowd and Infantry 
patrols fired two volleys. Tho crowd 
wns also armed and tired upon the 
troops. 

The social democratic party of Po- 
land nnd Lithuania has Issued a proc- 
lamation calling out workmen as a 
protest agulust the Lodz massacre and 
the men In the workshops of the War- 
saw and Vienna and the Vistula rail- 
roads struck.-. 

Other workhigmeii's organizations 
threaten a general strlko because of 
the sentencing to death of Stephen 
OUreijn, who threw a bomb Into the 
Prnga police station March 20, killing 
six policemen.

Lonu Trutns or Fnluce Stock Cars Itutth- 
1 hi- from Sou tli to North. 
Not even tho world's fair imr- conven- 
tion excursion trains take precedence 
over tho loiig strings of palace stock 
enrs 1 rushing from south to north this 
month, that the largest shipment of 
Texas cattlo In the history of the West 
may bo deposited on tho range country 
west of the Missouri river. Within HO 
days 100 such trains will have passed 
through Sioux City, aad from 1)0,000 to 
100,000 southern cattle will bo partak- 
ing of the most luxuriant range Brasses 
which many years have produced. Next 
year at this time these snuie en t tie will 
bo sent to tlio markets 6f the world. This 
stupendous movement of eattlo menus go 
much to tho rallronds both now and later 
that thoy nro sidetracking tholr fast ex- 
press trains that the cattle may speedily 
reach their destination, 

It has. taken" tho cattlemen of the 
North long years to boIvo tho riddle of 
tho "Texas steer," but tho decision that 
tho calves should have a year or two of 
wild, rugged life In tho South before they 
wero transplanted to tho northern niuges 
was the solution. Tho bou theru range- 
man Is prospering by this now develop- 
ment of tho cattlo industry, lie was for- 
merly content to accept $7 to $10 for 
his yearling nnd 2-ycnr-olds, but now 
ho Insists on nn advance of about $10 
per head alt 'round.

RUSSIA LONG TORN BY STRIFE. 

Tlinii».iiidn Killed In Intermit Out* 
breaks ot tlio Vciir. 
Var over a year Russia has been lorn 
with Internal disscaslous which have cul- 
minated In the affair nt I.od*. Thou- 
sands of lives have been sacrificed In 
ctr.ilitctft with the soldiers ami police, ami 
hardly a city of any Importance la the 
empire, hns been free from rioting and 
bloodshed. Wholesale executions have 
taken plncc of -which the world has 
It en rd but little, one account stilting that 
itOO liaitKiugs had taken place In War- 
saw, Moscow and Cronstadt having been 
published us far back iih May '2d, 1IKH. 

The Russian government discovered 
evidence of plans fur inaugurating a 
reign of terror throughout the empire last 
October^ nceordhiR to reports from St. 
Petersburg, which stated that the secret 
uccnts of the government had located a 
baud of revolutionists in Switzerland. 

Tho growing discontent of tlio people 
with ' the Industrial conditions and the 
war policy of the government finally led 
to the general circulation of printed proc- 
lamations In St. Petersburg on Dee. 10 
calling for a public demonstration oat- 
■ildo of the court hi which the trial of 
Sasoiioff, tho assassla of Minister von 
I'leiive, w«s tn open two days later. 

The proclamation brought several thou- 
<tuid persons together In front of Kazan 
Cathedral, ninny carrying red fines and 
crying "Down with nutuctney." In tho 
midst of the n u tl- government dctuoustra- 
tlnn the mounted police charged the 
crowd at full gallup nnd scores were in- 
lured. Tlio riot was said to be the worst 
duel! that of 11)01. « 

A week luter there were a series of 
riots in Moscow on the Cirar's fete day. 
Kiicli day following the dispatches told 
of the growth of the hostile spirit- toward 
tlic government and the rapid np-cad of 
Industrial discontent. On Christmas 
morn Ing, after the celebration of mid- 
night mass, hundreds of worklngmeii pa- 
raded tlio streets of Rasom, In Russian 
Poland, waving red Hags. They were 
attacked by troops and tunny were killed. 
On Jan. Ill, lliOo, 0,000 workinginen 
employed hi the Hakii petroleum district 
went on a revolt and were attacked by 
Cossacks. A three days' conflict ensued 
la which scores were killed nnd Injured. 
More than 1100 oil wells wero fired 
and millions of dollars' worth of prop- 
erty destroyed. 

Minor disturbances were reported dally 
la all parts of the empire, On Jan. 10 
n charge of grape shot was fired across 
tuu River Neva Into a pavilion hi front 
of the Winter Palace' while the Ciar was 
attending the milium ceremony of bless- 
ing tlio waters. 

Plans for a demonstration In front oj 
tho Winter Palace In St. Petersburg 
were started, nt which n petition was 
lo bo handed to the Czar In person, 
enmo to the attention of tho police, and 
the government took s'teps to check any 
uprising with troops. 

The demonstration came on Jnn, 22. 
Father Oopoii, at the head of a throng 
of 100,000 worklngmeii, started to the 
palace ami wns confronted by su Idlers. 
Volley nfter volley wns 11 red Into tho 
deaso throng, and the snow-covered 
streets were crimsoned with blood. It 
wns estimated that 2,000 wero killed and 
.'1,000 wounded In less than on hour. 
Ulotlng continued three days altogether, 
ami the time seemed ripe for revolution. 
Encounters took place between tlic sol- 
diers and the people In all parts of tho 
e u i id re. One hundred work logmen wero 
killed la a buttle with the troops at Ra- 
tion), The workmen of Moscow went on 
n strike. Thirty citizens were killed Jan. 
'27 nt Riga and clashes wero reported ut 
Odessa, Revnl, Lilian, -'ICIeff uud Kovno. 
The strike began nt-Lodz on .tan. 20 and 
has cuntluucd wfth growing violence. 
Seventy-eight persons were killed at Sos- 
novlco on Feb, 10, nnd on the name day 
more jthan' 100 wero killed or wounded 
In a revolt at Warsaw.

Receipts of grain, 4,313,307 bushels, 
compared with 4,811,540 bushels n year 
ago, and the shipments wero 4,075,121 
bushels, against 2,030.48" bushels. 
Stocks of wheat wero decreased, but 
tho milling needs nro light owing to 
poor export trade in flour. Hog-pa ek- 
ing was larger than a year ago and 
there la ample available product for 
current requirements. Llro stock re- 
ceipts wero 287,503 head, against 2T5,- 
505 head a year ago.

A Pernicious Busj Which Destroys 
Wood and Wooden Btrnotnrsst 

Fifty yean ago a traveling entoawls- 
glit reported that be was surprised to 
find termites "colonized In San Francisco 
and on. the shores of Laks Erie, near 
Cleveland, Ohio." The termltt looks 
like an ant, but U 
not or tho ant fam- 
ily. It Is really allied 
to tho dragon files 
and May flies. It 
Is of tropical origin, 
but somahow man- 
wmrjED TEMUTE. n ged (o colonize la 
lbs land of tho f roo and tho horns of ths 
brave. 

A few days ago, Frof. Oldenboch In- 
formed Dr. L. 0. Howard, government 
entomologist, that on being called to ex- 
amine Into an accident at tbo big Upson 
Nut nnd Bolt works, at Cleveland, where- 
in ono mnu lind been killed and another 
Injured, bo discovered that the accident 
was due to tbo work of termites. These 
pernicious Insects had eaten out ths in- 
terior of wooden pillar foundations, so 
thnt whon two workmen happened to 
press too hardly against them, tbo pillars 
collapsed. 

Prof. Oldenbnch attributes m#iy simi- 
lar accidents and tho destruction of 
buildings In Gloveland and other cities 
to tho work of termites. 

Tho Invasion of tho United States by 
the termite has become very thorough, It 
has been found on mountain tops of 
Colorado at a holght of 7,000 feet. 

Not long ngo an accumulation of books 
and papers belonging to tbo State of 
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IIEAD OF THE TEnUITE. 



Illinois wns thoroughly ruined by their 
attacks, In South Carolina a school 
library closed for the summer was found 
In autumn to. bo completely eaten out 
and valueless. Evon In tbo Department 
of Agriculture, at Washington, an accu- 
mulation of records aud documents, stor- 
ed In a vault, oh examination proved to 
bo thoroughly mined and rained by these 
destroyers. 

They work In tho dark. Prof. C. L. 
Marlatt, of tho en- 
tomology depart- 
ment, states they 
cannot boar tbo full 
sunshine, and when 
exposed to it shrivel 
up and die. They 
first colonize under- 
ground and then be- 
gin their nttack on a 
building, seldom, If 
over, coming to a 
Door surface. 

Prof. Marlatt queest tbmiitk. 
states in reply to manufactory and houas 
owners threatened or undergoing attack 
by the pest that complcto dryness In 
buildings is essential. 

If tbo winged termites are seen to 
emerge from any particular place, by the 
removal of flooring and the opening of 
the walls, the colony may bo reached 
and destroyed by steam, hot -water, or, 
preferably, kerosene or some other petro- 
leum oil. To destroy the winged Individ- 
uals Is of no value at all; the colony 
Itself must bb reached. 

But In places where tbo pest has be- 
come serious, tho only remedy seems to 
be ultimately the replacing of wooden 
floors, etc., by stone, brick or cement. 



THINK SUICIDE MURDERESS. 

Verdict Returned In Caso of Double 
Drowaliiu nt I'rccport. 
The coroner'a Jury In Preeport return- 
ed n verdict on the recent mysterious 
double drowning which adds n new phase 
to that "suicide compact" tragedy. The 
verdict Is "that Media J a no Pylo came 
to her death from Injuries Hiiillclciit to 
roudor her unconscious ami her body 
was forced Into tho PocntoUlca river by 
a party or parties unknown." It prac- 
tically declares thnt the girl was mur- 
dered, and her father and many others 
hold to the samo view. The accepted 
opinion is thnt site entered into nn agree- 
ment with -Mrs. Young to commit suicide, 
backed out at tho last moment nnd wns 
struck on the temple by Mm, Voting and 
pushed or dragged Into the water. Dr. 
Poling, who wns one of the physicians 
who conducted the post-mortem, declares 
thnt ho found a bruise on the left temple 
over the eye, nnd It Is his opinion that 
Mlsa Pyle did not come to her death by 
drowning. The blow was of sufficient 
forco to can so unconsciousness, and he 
thinks the theory thnt she wns dragged 
Into tho river is correct. Oliver Trunck, 
who Is a night watchman nt it factory 
nenr by, says that at 10 o'clock on the 
night of tho drowning ho snw two men 
nnd two women nppear on the cast bank 
of tbo river, nnd the next morning be- 
tween 1 and 2 o'clock he discovered n 
man running from the river to n rend. 
He followed him, but the mnn got nwny. 
The probabilities aro thnt tho matter 
•will be dropped, as the opinion- is general 
that If Miss Pyle root her death Inn 
way other than by drowning Mrs. Young 
wns responsible for It.

Weather In Favorable for Corn Culti- 
vation and Wheat Harvest, 

The following Is tbo general summary, 
of crop conditions aa shown by ths 
weekly bulletin of the weather bureau: - 
With the exception of tbo upper Mis- 
souri valley, where low temperatures pro- 
Tailed, all districts cast of the Rocky 
mountains received ample heat during 
the week ended June 10. The rainfall 
was very unevenly distributed, being am- 
ple In most: northern districts, but Insuffi- 
cient In portions of tho central valleys 
aud of tbo middle Atlantic and Southern 
States, although good rains fell In some 
parts of these .districts. The week was 
favorable for the cultivation of .crops, 
and tills work, which In previous weeks 
was much hindered, Is now In a very sat- 
isfactory state. Abnormally low temper- 
atures prevailed over most of tbo pla- 
teau districts, with frosts In soma places, 
Except la eastern Missouri nnd central 
"and southern Illinois, corn baa made good 
progress throughout tha 'corn belt. Cul- 
tivation has been brought up to date, ex- 
cept In portions of Michigan, Wisconsin 
and South Dakota. 

Winter wheat has progressed under 
favorable conditions and, harvesting Is 
now well advanced In Kansas, Missouri 
and southern Illinois,- and has begun in 
Indiana and Maryland. The reports from 
the southern portion of tho wheat area 
generally indicate yields lighter than 
were anticipated. Fair yields of good 
quality are reported from California, and 
In Orogoa and Washington the crop has 
made good progress. 

Iu portions of Wisconsin nnd Minne- 
sota dry wenther la needed for spring 
wheat, but this crop has generally made 
very satisfactory progress' throughout 
tho spring wheat region and la beginning 
to head In tha sou thorn portion.' Very 
favorable reports continue from tho north 
Pacific coast. 

, Tho oat crop has suffered to some ex- 
tent from, excessive molsturo In Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota, fust In southern 
Iowa, rank growth In. northern Illinois 
and drought In southern Illinois, but In 
those States and generally elsewhere tho 
condition, of tbo crop Is promising, Oat 
harvest la In progress as far north as 
Missouri. 

In Illinois drought continues In ths 
southern and central parts, where vege- 
tation la suffering. Corn has made' rapid 
growth, la clean, has been cultivated a 
second or third time, nnd some laid by. 
The replanted . Is up/ to a good stand, 
Oats, rye, -barley and berries are prom- 
ising; there Is a rank growth of oats la 
tho north! moisture Is needed In the 
south. Wheat harvest Is well advanced 
In the, south and begun Id the central 
part; the: outlook is favorable. Rye la 
being' cut la the south nnd Is ripening in 
the north. Barley Is heading in ths 
north, A large *crop oC clover U snur#4 



HELD FOR HANK EXPLOSION. 

Waiter W.Juutscn Formally Accused 
by Piirht Grand Jury, 
After nearly n week's deliberation the 
grand Jury returned five indictments 
against Walter W. Juntgeu as the per- 
petrator of the dynamiting outrage nt 
the Edgar County National Bank. The 
indictments arc nil similar In character 
nnd encb of them contains a number of 
counts, the charge in each instance be- 
ing that of the malicious destruction of 
property. Three of tbo bills returned 
relate to the destruction of the bank 
building, books and papers, while the oth- 
ers have to do with the buildings adjoin- 
ing, As tho result of expert Investiga- 
tion of tho books, now practically con- 
cluded, tho officers of the bank author- 
ized the statement that n shortage of 
¥7,000 lias been uncovered. They Bay 
they nre not yet prcpnred to stnte how 
tho peculation, bos been accomplished. 
Further developments of importance lie 
In the fact that tho shipment of money 
ma do to grain commission houses by 
Bookkeeper W. W. Juntgeu, now under 
indictment for blowing up the bnnk, are 
found to aggregate about $12,000 Instead 
of $11,000 as first reported.

Otis Botts, 21 years old, .wns executed 
In tbo county jnil in Peoria for the mur- 
der of his wife Jan. 5. Botts spent the 
ulgbt laughing and Joking and telling 
stories, lie invited everybody to attend 
his funeral. Ills mother wished to at- 
tend tha execution, but he said: "Don't 
do It, you'll make mo lose my nerve.' 1 
When ho faced tho crowd the bravado 
deserted him nnd ho broke down and 
wept, Asked If be had anything to say, 
ho replied: "For all the sins I have com- 
mitted against the laws of God X am 
sorry, and may God have mercy on my 
soul." no was barely ablo to stand 
when the strops and noose wero being 
affixed to bis body. Botts strangled his 
girl wlfo to death Jan. 5 by tying a hair 
ribbon around her neck.

AUTO WRECK KILLS TWO. 

Prominent Bloonilnirton Mun and 8to 
ii nurn i>bcr lilt )>y Train. 

While crossing the Chicago and Alton 
tracks two miles north of Bloomlngton, 
In a touring automobile, Andrew Jack- 
son Barr nnd the stenographer In ills 
Inw office", Miss Ellznboth Herbert of 
Polo, were struck by a passenger train of 
thnt rond. Barr was Instantly killed, bis 
neck being broken, while Miss Herbert 
wns no badly injured that nbe died a 
few moments later. The two bad started 
for Lexington, fifteen miles north, to 
take depositions In n law question from 
B. J, Clnggett, a client residing lu that 
city. Tho north-bound Prairie Stnte ex- 
press hud Just passed nnd Barr,' after 
waiting at the crossing for this train to 
get by, started across tho tracks. The 
view of tho south-bound track was ob- 
structed by a string of box enra nnd bo 
wns just crossing when tho machine was 
struck by another train known ns tho 
iuterurbnn nnd traveling at n speed of 
fifty miles nn hour. The car, which was 
a two-Heated affair, wns exactly in the 
center of tho track when struck. The 
Impact was frightful, the heavy engine 
throwing tbo machine nnd the two pns> 
seugors high Into the air above the loco- 
motive. While in Un; nir the gasollno 
tank of. the auto exploded with a ter- 
rific report and tho bodies 'were hurled 
thirty feet distant. 

The body of Bnrr was but slightly mu- 
tilated, the neck being broken and one 
leg shnttered. ■ Ho bad beeu killed in- 
stantly. Miss Herbert's body was most 
seriously bruised nnd presented a shock- 
ing sight. The machine was completely 
wrecked, Barr had owned the machine 
but two months and wao an enthusiastic 
driver. Ho made a practice of taking 
daily aplus about the city nud country 
nnd bis auto was a familiar sight along 
the country highways of McLean county. 
Miss Herbert was 22 years old and came 
here a yenr ngo from her home In Palo, 
whero her parents reside, her father be- 
ing a grain dealer there. She was a so- 
cial favorite and a girl of unusual 
beauty.

It is not Improbale thnt when n joint 
convention Is called to Bx a new agree- 
ment the operators will stand out for a 
scale on the screened lump basis instead 
of the mine run basis, -which has pre- 
vailed in this State for years.

By means of the extra places 
which were doled out to the brothers, 
mothers-in-law, Bisters, cousins and aunts 
of members of Congress he secured the ap- 
propriation- of the amount of money lie 
wanted and the people paid many times 
the actual cost of tho actually useless work. 
The relatives of the members of Congress 
usually' performed no labor other than draw 
their pay. With the extension of civil 
service reform this sort of thing is at an 
end but the evils remain and in numerous 
instances there tuny be found six clerks 
performing work that in any well 
regulated business house would bo done by 
three, or that would be better not done nt 
nil. This, of course, is only one of the 
many phases of reform that are needed nnd 
which, it is hoped the new' com mission 
will ferret out and bring to the attention 
of the President.

Btorthtris Telle Oscar Union Could Hot 
Lancer He Maintained* 

Cliri'if iuiilii, Norway, advices suj that 
the address to King Oscar, the riksdag 
and the Swedish people generally, adopt- 
ed by the storthing in reply to the long 
letter which the King sent June 13 to 
llio president of the storthing, M, lier- 
ncr, Is of a conciliatory character. At 
Iho mi mo tin)*', however, It Indicates the 
unalterable determination of the «tor* 
thing to ndhero to the action taken lu 
dissolving tho union with Sweden. 

Address In pnrt follows: 

"Your Majesty— Xor way 's storthing 
respectfully begs to nddres* Your Ma- 
Jeaty mid through Your Majesty Swe- 
den's Itiksdng and Sweden's poople a* 
follows: 

"What has been happening recent!/ In 
Norway Is the Inevitable result of a 
combination oE lata political eveuta and 
cannot bo altered. 

"The Storthing recognizes fully Your 
Majesty's tlllllcnlt position end never for 
a moment has doubted that Your Majos- 
ty's decisions nre In accordance with 
what Your Majesty has regarded as the 
rights and duties of the crown. At the 
same timothe Storthing is desirous of 
addressing an appeal to Your Majesty, 
the Itlksilag and the pcoplo of Sweden, 
with the object of contributing to th* 
peaceful carrying through of tho disso- 
lution of tho union and tho safeguarding 
of the friendship and concord of th* two 
peoples of the peninsula. 

"The Norwegian people never Intended 
to sssnll Sweden's honor. As Your Ma- 
jesty In council May 20 declared you 
were unablo to sanction the Storthing's 
unanimous resolution for the establish- 
ment of a separate Norwegian consular 
service, and as no Norwegian govern- 
ment could be obtained by Your Majes- 
ty, tbo constitutional state of Norway 
was so far disjointed that tbo union 
could no longer ba maintained. 

"In the belief that the Swedish people 
share thoao views, the Storthing sug- 
gests to Sweden's constitutional authori- 
ties that tliuy enter upon the negotia- 
tions refiulHlt,o for a final settlement oa 
tho dissolution of tho union with the 
recognition of Norway's now status and 
her rights a* a sovereign state. The 
Storthing Is Itself prepared to meet every 
fair and reasonable wish that may be put 
forward to safeguard the Kingdom's In- 
dependence and Integrity." 

Conservative Swedish papers openly 
advocato war against Norway and tho 
situation Is growing more Intense. They 
urge mobilization of tho troops and de- 
mand tho cession of Northern Norway as 
compensation to the Swedish pcoplo for 
the dissolution of the union.

Head Consul Recommend* Prohibition 
of Sunday Picnic*. 

The head camp of Modern Woodmen 
of America opened Its fourteen til bien- 
nial convention In Milwaukee Tuesday, 
with between 000 nnd TOO delegates, rep- 
resenting over 11,000 camps and nearly 
700,000 members, present. 

Mayor Rose welcomed the delegate* 
to tho city and presented th* keys of the 
city to tha head consul. Responses were 
made by Head Consul A. R. Talbot for 
the Modern Woodmen and Head 'Clerk 
Charles W. Hawcs of Rock Inland, III., 
for the' head o'ntce. 

Head Consul A. R. Talbot recommend- 
ed an amendment of the by-laws prohib- 
iting local camps or Foresters' teams 
from holding Sunday picnics or excur- 
sions under the auspices of the society, 
with a penalty for disobedience of ex- 
pulsion or revocation of charter. 

Head Clerk C. W. Hawes reported th* 
Insurance In force at tho close of the 
biennial term to he $_1, 130,678,500. The 
society pnid 7,051 death claims, amount- 
ing to $12,0O3,G03, as against 5,600 
claims, amounting to $10,730,435 during 
the term preceding. The average per cap- 
ita payment to the benefit fund was 
§1.20 Vj, as against SO cents during th* 
term preceding. The Increase waa due to 
the new rates becoming cDTootlvo Jan. 1, 
1004, -when tbo rates of the member* 
were Increased from 25 per cent to 73 
per cent at the various ages. There were 
2,001 deaths from accident and 80-1 
deaths from suicide. Of ths latter 248 
wero farmers — 30,85 per cent of tho total 
number, Tho farmer* also led In acci- 
dental deaths— 885. ■ 
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Fiim on k New York Cent rnt-I.fi ke Shore 
Train Now 31 n kin u Rcttulnr Trip* He* 
twee ii Now York and Clilciigo In IB 
II uiire— Accident Not Due to Snccd, 
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The Federal Census Bureau will soon 
send a largo force of employes Into ev- 
ery State in the Union to gather facts 
and statistics concerning marriage and 
divorce. Tho plans for the Investigation, 
which Congress ordered last winter upon 
tho suggestion of President RoosavCeX 
ore finished, and the field forco of the 
bureau, now just completing tho collec- 
tion of material for the census of man- 
ufactures, will shortly bo available for 
tbo work. 

Not since 1SS0 has': any syatcmatlo 
compilation of. such fact* been made, 
and the great changes which have com* 
about since, then have made It clear that 
a now gathering of statistics Is desirable 
for -purposes of gen»ral Information, 
.while It Is absolutely casontiftl If any 
action I* to ho taken toward securing 
better legislation oa these subjects. 

Tha census bureau will collect and 
analyse the provisions of tho marring* 
and divorce laws in each State and Ter- 
ritory. It will get as complete statistics 
■of marriages and divorces as po-^lble 
since 1880, and It will aim to discover In 
each State tho prevailing! grounds on 
which divorces are applied for nnd grunt- 
ed. State odlclals will bo asked to fur* 
nlah such figures as they havo gathered, 
but as their work, a von where they ba.ro 
any resultfi to show, la usually rory la- 
complete, this must bo auppluuoutod by 
resort to original records. 

The chaos of our marriage and divorce 
laws which ha* resulted from the free 
activity or tho different State Legisla- 
tures, will undoubtedly ho shown in vivid 
fashion by tha report. A strong impetus 
to the moToment for simplification and 
reform, either, by securing Joint action" 
among tho States or by a constitutional 
amendment grsptlug: Con gross .the -power 
to legislate in this field, may be expected 
to follow .

Although laws enacted by the Forty* 
fourth General Assembly which go Into 
effect July 1 provide for ninny new po- 
litical Jobs, few .of them aro appointive. 
Tho Chicago municipal court act, which 
provides for twenty eight municipal 
judges and many collateral appointment,-;, 
must be referred to the electors of Chi- 
cago for their adoption and cannot be- 
come effective beforo tho first Monday In 
December, 1000. Tho new Chicago char* 
ter also rests upon_a referendum. Thl* 
act abolishes the office of city attorney, 
extends tho. term of Mayor from two to 
four years, enlarges tho power* of th» 
City Council and provides for a city 
board of 1 pardons, 

After July 1, the dato upon which all 
legislative acts becomo cffcctlvo unless 
otherwise provided, tho Circuit Judges of 
Cook county by n rule to be entered of 
record may determine tho "number of pro- 
bation olhccrs to be appointed in Cook 
county nnd may certify their action to 
tho president of tho county board. The 
county commissioners, according to th* 
new law, aro thereupon required to ap- 
point* the number of probation officers 
designated and pay them "suitable com- 
pensation," to bo determined by th* 
board.- 

Tho creation of forest preserve dis- 
tricts under the new law covering the 
subject carries appointment by tho Got- ' 
emor of six commissioners for each dis- 
trict. Tho commissioners must serve 
without compensation, but tho president 
of the commission will receive a salary 
of $2,1300 a year, 

Civil Service Men Well Paid. 

The Stato civil service com mission. 
which will bo appointed by Got, Bcneoo 
July 1, will consist of three members, . 
who will bo named for terms of two, 
four and six years respectively. The 
commissioners will receive a salary of 
$3,000 a year and necessary traveling ex- 
penses, Tho chief clerk receives his ap- 
pointment from the commission and a 
salary of |2,50O a year, with traveling 
expenses added. Persons acting as civil 
service examiner* or members of a trial 
board are entitled to 55 per diera and 
traveling expenses. Tho now law pro- 
vides that tho Governor shall appoint the 
commission within thirty days alter July 
1 and that tho commission shall classify 
tho employes of tho Stato charitable In- 
siltutlons within ninety days after their 
appointment. 

The board of Stato dent.nl inspectors, 
which also will be appointed by tho Gov- 
ernor, will consist of five examiners, who 
will bo entitled to $10 per dlcm for ac- 
tual service and all expenses. One of 
the members of the board, however, shall 
act as secretary and he may draw a sal- 
ary to bo determined by tho board. Per- 
sons who after July 1 desire to practice 
dentnl surgery In llllools must obtain li- 
censes from tlie dental board. To ob- 
tain n license the applicant must show 
that ho has practiced dentistry In a for- 
eign State Qro years consecutively pre- 
ceding the date of his application or 
must bo a graduate of a- dental college 
whose standing Is approved by the board. 
The examination fee is 520 and license 
fee 55. The holder of a license also must 
pay 25 cents to hnvo his license recorded 
with tho county clerk of bis county. Per* 
sons who practico dentistry without a 
license aro subject to a fine of from 550 
to 5200. The dental act was Intended to 
hit at diploma mills. 

Convict Ttoud-Maklua Teat. 

The new State highway commission 
will consist of three members to bo ap- 
pointed by tho Governor. Tho commis- 
sioners will receive no compensation, but 
will bo allowed expenses and will bo au- 
thorized to appoint an engineer, who will 
bo allowed reasonable compensation, to 
be determined by tbo board. The com- 
mission was created by the Legislature 
for tho purpose of conducting a convict 
labor experiment with hard roads and 
drainage. Tho term of a commlsiloner 
Is two years and the act creating the 
commission carries an appropriation of 
525,000. 

Tho amended fish and fame laws pro- 
vide for political. patronage which adds 
considerably to the Governor's larder. In 
addition to tho five fish wardens provided 
for in the present law at a salary ot 
5000 per annum tho now act gives the 
Governor authority to appoint one or- 
more deputy fish wardens for each cquo- 
ty in the State. It Is provided that these 
deputies shall receive as their compensa- 
tion the saino fees paid constables for 
similar services and one-half tho fines 
collected for violation of tho fiahlaw In 
addition, The now gamo law olao au- 
thorises appointment by the Stato gamo 
warden of from one to three deputy game 
wardens for every county In the State, 
who shall receive $2 '* day, tra voting ex- 
pense* and half the fines collected by 
them. In addition to the deputy gamo 
wardens tho law provides for ten game 
wardens, who receive a salary of 5900 
per annum and traveling cxpensts, 

Tho commission, for the construction ot 
a Stato department; ot justice also wilt bo 
organized after July 1. This commission 
will consist of the Governor, Lieutenant 
Goveroor, Secretary of State, Stnta Au- 
ditor, State Treasurer, Attorney Gen- 
eral and three judges of tho Supremo 
Court. Upon organization the commis- 
sion will select a site aud advertise for 
bids. Tbo legislative act contemplates 
tho erection of a department of justice- 
at Springfield to cost $350,000, of which 
5150,000 was appropriated by the Forty- 
fourth General Assembly. 

The State geological survey to bo es- 
tablished nt tho Stato university wilt bo 
managed by a commission to consist of 
tho Governor, tho president of tlie Stato 
university and another person to be ap- 
pointed ■ by the Governor. MeraDcrs df 
the commission will receive expense 
money, but no compensation. 

Under the now law, providing for the 
distribution of anti-diphtheria ' and toxin' 
tho Stato board of health Is authorized 
to appoint an agent for each county and 
Is allowed necessary, expenses, Incurred 
in the appointment of agents and for the 
tunnly of. antitoxin.

Aa a result 'Of the wrecking of tho 
tiTcntleth cemtnry limited train nt 
Mentor, Ohio, In which nineteen pciv 
sons lost their liven, tho railroad com- 
pnny ivlll Abandon its olghtecn-hour 
schedule between Now York and Chi- 
cago. Tho old schedule of twenty 
hours for tho run will bo resumed. 
Another development In tho charge 
that tho wreck was caused through a 
plot or by some man who had a grudgo 
agalnBtths railway or soma one nhourd 
tho flyer and deliberately threw tho 
e witch at Mentor.

While the abandonment, at least for 
tho present, of the clgll teen-hour sched- 
ule Is Announced, observing pcoplo 
realize that whnt hnppcucd to tho "fly- 
er" might have happened to ono of tho 
so-called slow trains, and tho result 
In the latter case, perhaps, would hare 
been mora disastrous than In tho for- 
mer because of the lighter equipment 
of the Blow train. It Is to be borne In 
mind that the "flyer" wns wrecked not 
because It was going rt high speed 
but because a switch had been left 
open. 

So far as speed Is concerned, the 
rcsnlts of a wreck arc not much affect- 
ed by a difference of a few miles per 
hour. The dangers of railroad travel 
arc little affected by tho scheduled 
speed of trains. There Is a ccrta In ele- 
ment of peril that canuot-bo eliminated 
entirely, but that peril applies to tho 
slowest as well as to the fastest trains. 
It was tho open switch and not tho 
high speed of tho flyer that was re; 
sponsible for the catastrophe at Men- 
tor.

WILL HAVE A SUMMER CAPlTAL. 

Phl Up pines to Bo Given a Counter par 
ot India's Official Hesort. 

The United States Is to lay out a sum- 
mer capital la the mountains, about 350 
miles from Manila similar to Simla, tho 
summer capital of India, to which the 
latter government Is removed en masso 
on April 1 of every year, ami remains 
until Nov. 1. Titus tlio government of 
India has a dupllcato set of public offi- 
ces, ono In Calcutta and one lu Simla, 
The books and records ara moved back 
and forth every year, nnd the olQcjnls 
and their clerks and messengers make an 
nnaual migration. Most of them ara 
thus required to keep up establishments 
In both cities. 

This ling been found to bo absolutely 
necessary to tlta health of the corps of 
flic la Is and their families. It Is Impos- 
sible for white men to survive the sum- 
mer cllmato of Calcutta, while lu the 
winter Simla Is burled under suow. The 
climate of Manila during the' rainy sea- 
son Is similar to that of Calcutta, and 
1b exceedingly trying! Few people can 
live tlicro for two years .hi- succession 
without suffering for it the. rest of their 
lives, and the strongest of constitutions 
will break down ultimately. At present 
the only recourse Is to run up to Japan 
to escape tho heat and the humidity of 
tho summer, but that Is too expensive a 
trip for men of ordinary Incomes, and 
the government cannot afford to give 
Its employes the long leaves of absence 
that axe necessary to make the journey. 
With In five hours by railroad of Mnnlln, 
however, U a climate as healthful nnd an 
atmosphere aa pure as that of' Colorado 
Springs, or tho Adlroudacks. It is about 
K,000 feet' above tho soa, surrounded by 
forests and bountifully supplied with 
pure spring witter. 

It has been decided to build a summer 
capital there, and remove tho on tiro gov- 
ernment from Manila to Denguut dur- 
ing the summer months. In order to do 
this It will bo necessary to construct a 
number of buildings for official purposes 
and to build hotols, bearding houses, cot- 
tages and other quarters for tho officials 
and their families. Several of tho. offi- 
cials havo already erected houses there, 
and tho medical corps of the nnuy lias 
established a sanitarium to which It 
sends convalescents from the military 
hospitals. Two or three uf tho mission- 
ary bonnht have erected homes and asy. 
lutns for dcstltuto nudtdcsorvlug invalids, 
but before any more of the land Is taken 
up and nay more buildings arc erected it 
Is considered duBlrnblo to lay out a city 
upon artistic lines. .
